EGYPTIAN COTTON. 

A traveller having breaght a few cotton 
seeds from the garden of the Egyptian Pacha, 
presented them to Mr. White, a planter of 
Louisiana; whe planted them in May last. At 
their first coming up they grew well, but in 
Angust gave no great promise. Disappointed 
in his expectations, he paid no more attention 
to the plants, until « few days ago, when hap- 
pening to be in that part of his grounds, he was 
astonished at the change in their appearance 
He thinks the climate particularly adapted to 
the culture of this cotton, and that if carefully 
managed it would probably yield from 2,500 to 
3,000 Ths. of seed cotton to the acre. The 
staple is very long and silky, and it is estima- 
ted to be worth three or four cents per Ib. more 
than our shert staples. The tallest of the 
stalks is about fifteen feet in height, and near 
the root as large a a man’s wrist.
